THE GREAT TORNADO.

Fnst St Louls Neourged -Tearrible Dostrunction
and Loss of LMe- Plers, Mteamers, ¥uctorios,
and Dwellings Wrecked-A FChirty Ton dgo.
mimne Lifted like n Toy.

We bave published full telegraphle reports of
the awful storm In the West, but the following
particulars, collated from St. Lonls papers just
received, will be read with interest: —

A PATSFUL ANDTHRILLING HISTORY OF HORRORS,

About three o'clock yesterday afternoon, East St,
Loust was visited by the most terrifi¢c and ratal hur-

| ricane ever seen in this portion of the country.

A light southeast wind, which had blown steadily
all the arternoon, suddenly shifted to the sonthwest,
and in & few minutes 4 lead-oolored cloud was acen
coming up the river, lppmnt'llg from the Missouri
shore, just below the ciiy. he approach of the
cloud, which resembled In appearance a driving
mist, wae aecompanied with a rushing sound llke
that created by the wipgs of an immense fock of

It struck the shore an instant later at the Pitts-
burg coal dump, nearly opposite the foot of Chou-
teau avenue, and the destruction commenced,

NUILDINGS DEMOLISHED,

Near the coal dyke were a naomber of frame
houses, which were torn to sgplinters in the flerce
gale, and fragments of them earried to a geeat dis-
tance. The track of the hurricane was about two
hupdred yards In breadth, A train of cars and an
engine were hurled from the track, and many of the
cars smashed,

nado next strock the ferry-bont Edwardaville, drive.
ing her aground by the bridge pier, tearing her pllo:-
honse 1o pleces, and blowing down her smoke-

war the next sport of the tempest, and the uppar
works were awept cleanly from the deck. The com-
mander, Captain Montgomery, was cut on the head
by fiying timbers, and it was stated that two men
were swept overboard,

TOLEDO, WABASH, AND WESTERN RAILROAD,

The most powerful effects of the tornalo were
‘n‘rnhably manifested near the depot of the Toledo,

yabash and Western Rnllwng.

All the bystanders, including maug Infuential
visitore from this slde of the river, declared that
nothing short of ocular demonstration woold have
convinced them that any known foree of wind wounld
have accomplished the hercuolean feats that had
been effected, Principal among these we may men-
tion that a thirty-ton engine was lifted bodily fram
the track and hurled down a contigaous embank-
ment. The engine was not merely tumbled over,
and, as 1t were, rolled toward the edge of the em-
bapkment, but we advisedly use the word *“1fted”
into the air and fung down the slope without touch-
ing the space which intervened between the ralls on
which the engine stood and the preciplce. Seelng is
belfevipg, Thete are the ralls on whith the machine
stood ; there 18 the earth beside these ralls without a
gorateh s and there is the englne in the ravine below
—wheela npturned.

We are thus particular in this part of onr narra-
tive becanse the feat accomplistied by old Boreas
appears almost incredible; bat our reporter wit-
nesged what (g desoribed.

Close to where the engine and ecar had stopped
there were several cars, including a Pullman paiace
cer, on & side track. These were likewlse lifted by
the wind, and hurled down the embankment into &
littie lake, and about thirty yards from the engine,

Another evidence of the force of the wind was
manifested in the flight which one of the ponasrous
cars had taken, The ravine or gully at the foot of
the embankment {s probably fifty feet wide, and the
car last alluded to was lifted aocross all that space
and lodged on the slope of the opposite embunk.

INDIANAPOLIS DEPOT DESTROYED,

The depot of the Indianapolis Ratlroad, whioh lay
in the track of the storm, was partially demollahed
fragments of large beams belng carrled fArty yards
awaj’.

LOSS OF LIFE AT THE BRIDGE.

On the bridge works the most serrific haveo was
made. The east river pler still stands, but the pon-
derons framework that surrounded it I8 & mass of
rulns, and nearly half of the Immense timbers are
now floating down the river. Tne derrick boat,
with its masslve holsting apparatus, was torn to-
atoms, while perpendicular timbers fally a foot in
diameter were snapped off like reeds. be alr boat
wWas Ising behind the solld masonry, and, thus pro-
tected, it hmrud injury.

The spectacle presented at the east ghore pler was
more terrible than the other. About one hunered
men were at work on the masonry and the boatg
surrounding it, and many of them were killed or
wounded.

Up to six o'clock last evening the body of but
one man had been taken from the wreock of timbers
and machinery, but it I8 probable that four or five
more will be found.

The frame work for the hoisting of the huge rocks
for the masonry formed a complicated network of
colossal beams that supported heavy iron pulleys,
large wire cables, and ponderous iron shafts. This,
together with the derrick and engine boats, the
nuferinl.endent‘u ofMice, and, indeed, almost all the
bulldings and apparatus, are an lmmense heap of
Tuins.

There were eight ‘‘purchases” for ralsing rocks,
manped by two meén each, and not more than five
minutes hefore the tornado burst 3{)0:1 them, elght
of the men stoppeéd work, aund léa ng their places,
prepared to crogs the river to their homes. This,
doubtiess, saved thelir lives, as none of them were
injured. Of the other elght, however, several are
missing, and |t |8 reported that some were hurled
into the turidid waters of the river, while others
were buried beneath the wreok.

VANDALIA RAILROAD DEPOT BPESTROYED,

The Vandalia Railroad depot and freight house, a
bullding eight hundred feet in length, was torn to
frogmoents, which strewed the ground for & hundred
yards away.

WATER TANK DEMOLISHED,

The large water-tapk of the Vandalla road was
torn down, leaving potulng bat the sapporting posts
to show where It stood a few moments before the
storm broke upon it—or, rather, It was broken by the
gtorm.

RAM FLEECED,

The ram Vindlcator, moored just above the bridge
per, was beached and left a mere skeleton of what
it was. The upper works, cabin, chimneys, and even
the boards on the wheel-houtes were stripped off as
if an effort had been mmade by boat ballders to take
the eraft to pleces. Bul few persons were on board,
and no one was hurt,

BIDEWALES TORN TP,

The plank walks fn many parta of the town were
twisted pud torn up, and scarcely a telefrn;nh wire
was left upon the few poles that remained standing.

A YLANING MILL DISAFPFEANS,

The planing mill of Mr. J. B. Lovingston, conalat-
ing of nve bulldings, some expensive machinery,
and a lnmber yard, were scattered over the groand
for rods sround, the harricane scarcely leaving toe
foundations of the bulldings in the earth,

SOUTHE ASTERN RAILWAY,

The extensive bulldings and car hWonses of the
Southesstern Rallway are a total wrack, and (n ad-
dition to those Enown to be killed, & number of
bodies are probably buriéd under the ruins.

At the depot two frefight houses and one passenger
car honse were tora to pleces.

Thomas Drum, an omnlbus driver, who was in a
freight house, was killed instantly., The round-
house of the road fell and buried an engineer,
pamed Issae Bvaus, and his engine, The debris
then took fire, and before Evans could be axtricatad
from the ruins ho was burned to death before the
eyes of his horrified com panions,

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OBITUARY.

Henrl Rochelort.

A ceble telegram from Parls anpounces the death
o M. Henrl Rochefort, the celebrated French agl-
tator, who has occupied such a large share of pablic
attention during the past two years.

Henri, Count de Rochefort-Lucay, somn of the
Marquis of the same name, bors & 'itle of nobility of
no modern creation. He was bora in July, 1832, As
& ohild, he was exceedingily timid, and was amlicted
wWith an awkwerdness which never entirely left him,
Gifted with a prodiglous memory, he érammed his
head with poetry when at school, and wrote verses
himgeell while a mere lad, Tlis mother had belonged
fo & high aristocratic family, but in early life she had
broken away from the traditions of her caste,
and proclaimed her adherence to democratic prin-
clples. Young Rechefort, who dropped his title of
nobility, followed her example, and in 1548, while
sill & school-boy, started upon his revolutionary
oareer by heading a school riot. About the same
time he brought out & manuscript magazine called
the College, upon the cover of which he wrote the
rollowing profession of falth:—

‘““He who accepts command, even of children, Is a
tyrant; for he arrogates to himself the powers of
runluhmmu and reward—powers nowhere to be
ound in the laws of nature."”

This platform he malntaned to the day of hia
death, and to its ridiculonsly extreme tensts he
wasiindebted for a career that is quite nnparallaled,
In 1850 he took his degrea and retarned homae from
school, His father, who had been a literary man,
wished him to study medicine, about which task he
went with littie enthusiasm, devoting mostof his
time to the writing of plays In verse. A love affalr
with a distant cousin led him into a doel with a Sar-
dinian officer, who was severely wonnded In the en.
couunter, his antagonist escaping withont a scratch.
In 1851 the Rochefort family was redaced to
poverty, and a Government pogition was sought for
young Henrl. He became accordingly an anxiliary
clerk In the Patent Office on a salary of twenty-five
dollars o month, on which he and hia family man-
aged to live Ina fashion. Bat he neglected his
dnties, and was go lmperious in bhis manner that he
waa goon removed, but recelved a higher and better
pald pogition in the Imperia: Aundit Office, which he
contrived to retain for five years desplte the grossly
careless way In which he manipulated the figures of
the bhooks,

Meanwhile, he had been aspiring to art-criticism,
as well as writing plays, and ln 1856 was gratified
by seelng his name on A play-bill for the frst time,
as part author of a farce styled A Woll-dressed Gentle-
man, for hig ghare In which he received thirty dol-
lare. In 1658 he became a regular newspaper writer,
but was dismissed In six weeks for “incapacity.”
He next ventured upon A <ictionary of conversa-
tion, and finally, in 1859, made his entrance upon
the Jegitimate fleld of journalism as a writer In
Charivari, the leading comic paper of Paris. About
the same time he fought his second duel with an
impertinent person whom he detected in readlog a
letter over hia shoulder. In this encounter he sus-
tained a slght scratch.

He was soon discovered to be a brilllant and forel-
ble writer, and Baron Haussmann, then Prefect of
Paris, seat for him and offered him the position of
Sub-inspector of Fine Arts, on a salary of 8600 a
year; but he refused the place when he found he

was expected 19 write In  Haussmann's in.
terest, snd thus became entirely dependent
for esupport on his literary labors. He

passed from the Charfvari 1o the Nain Jaune, and
then to the Figare, on a weekly salary of twenty-five
dollars, commencing his career in the chronigue of

that sprightly sheet with an sttack on
the now ex-Queen of Spain. Ie gradually
established 0 reputation as belng

one of the keenest masters of satire im the French
capital. The Soleil, at the end of the year, took him
away from the Fiyaro by the offer of a liberal salary,
but he gave such an impetus to the former journal
that the proprietors of the latter, at the emd of
another year, tempted him back aga'n, on & salary
of §400 per month for two articles per week. By
this time he had become famoud. He assailed
the Empire and everybody and everything apper-
talning to it in merciless style; and, agaln resorting
to the sword, acquired additional uotoriety by fight-
ing & duel with Prince Achllle Murat, about the in-
famons Cors Pearl. Boon after, he was engaged in
another doel, this time with the guarrelsome Paul
de Caseagnac, who put a bullet in his side,

In the beginning of 1568, the Figaro recelved a
warning from the Government on account of the
gcathing severity of Rochefort's articles, and his
connection with the paper was severed to avold its
guspension. In June, 1868, the adoption of a new
press law gave him a chance to make a venture of
his own, and he commenced the publication of La
Lanterne, by the severity and scurrility of his arti-
cles in which he attracted world-wide attention, and
brought down npon himself the wraln of Napoleon
and all his tools. The aggregate circulation of the
first nine lssues of this sheet reached 1,555,000
coples, and the subscription list was belng rapidly
swelled, when heavy sentences imposed wupon
him the necessity of conducting it8 publication se-
oretly, and eventually of taking fight to Brussels,
where he contioued to publiah his paper for some
time, resorting to the most ingenlous devicea to
smuggle it into Paris,
= In November, 1609, he announced himsell as a
capdidate for the Corps Legisiatif, and was elected
{o the Firat disirict of Paris. He was suffered to
relurn to Parls, and took the oath of alleglance to
the emplre, bat falled to create any sensation nntil
ke commenced the publl.ation of & new Journal, La
Marseillaise, tn which in January, 1870, he made a
bitter asgault upon Prince Plerre Bonaparte,s cousin
of \se Emperor. This resnlted in the kllling or
Viewor Nolr, one of Rochefort's assistants, at whose
fuperal Paris was thrown ioto great excitement.
The Corps Legislutif finally, on January 17, ordered
bim to be prosegutea for ontrages agalust the Bm-
peror and exciting disorder and violence. Immense
erowds of people surrounded the hall, and on coming
forth, Roehufort was made the reciplent of a grand
ovation. The trial resulted ina sentence 10 paya
fine of 5000 francs and undergo an lmprisonment of
gix months, On the evening of February 7, Roche-
fort was arrested in the Belleville quarter, his arrest
leading 10 & grand ontburst of popular indignation
whioh was of the most threasening charaoter,

The fall of the Empire at Sedan found Rochefort
still in prison, But he was at once released by the
reactionary mob, and, by virtue of his poaition as
one of the Parls deputles, be became a member of
the Government of Natlonal Defense. By the
efforts which he then made lo beball of order, he
soon disgusted his admirers, and their ingratitade
led lifin to withdraw from the Goverament, which
he did early in November, Onthe Bth ¢l Febraary,
however, be was elested a member of the Con-
stituent Assombly from Parls, and commenced
the publicatlon of anew journal styled the Mot
d'Ordre. Inthe Assembly he falied to create any-
thing of & senzation, and, disgusted and disco
with the course events had taken, he resigued hls
geat on the 8d of March, becsuse President Thiers
had signed & treaty of peace which resulted In the
Amebermont of France,

Asd now come the tidiogs of his deatn,
which was quite unexpecied, but
will canse little regrel excep' in the ranks of that
reckless faction which is gquite unable 10 distinguish
lberty from license. Rechefort was unquesilonanly
& man of great ability, bpt e was 80 extreme in his
views, and 80 thougbtiess s his mesns, that he
